GSR 399(E).—In exercise of the powers confer¬ 
red by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, 
the President hereby maJces the following rules fur¬ 
ther to amend the Assistant Engineers (Akashvani 
and Doordarshan Group ‘B’ posts) Recruitment 
Rules 1982, namely :— 

(1) These rules may be called the Assistant Engi¬ 
neers (Akashvani and Doordarshan Group ‘B’ PosFs) 
Recruitment (Amendment) Rules, 1985. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the Schedule to the Assistant Engineers 
(Akashvani and Doordarshan Group TP posts) Rec¬ 
ruitment Rules 1982,— 

(i) in column 11, for the entry, the follovving 
entry shall be substituted, namely:— 

“Promotion 

(a) 25 per cent of the promotion quota :— 


By selection in accordance with provisions 
laid down in Appendix I to these rules. 

(b) 75 t^er cent of the prcihtotion quota :—■ 
By selection on the .basis of Deprtmen- 
tal Competitive Examination conducted 
in accordance with provisions laid 
down in Appendices II and III to these 
rules. 

Note : The inter-se seniority of officers who 
are selected under the above quotes shall 
be fixed on the basis of rotation of vacan¬ 
cies in the ratio of 1 ; 3 starting with the 
officers selected against 25 per cent pro¬ 
motion quota.”; 

(ii) for Appendix I, the following Appendix 
shall be substituted, namely :— 

‘•APPEDIX I 
(See rule 3) 

Promotion by selection agair.st 25 per cent quota:— 

(1) The promotion by selection, shall be made 
by the Departmental Promotion Committee. The 
eugibility for consideration for promotion by the De¬ 
partmental Promotion Committee shall be as 
follows:— 

(a) Senior Engineering Assistants with 3 years 
regular service in the grade; failing which 
Senior Engineering A.ssistants with 8 years 
combined regular service in the grades of 
Senior Engineering Assistant and Engi¬ 
neering Assistant; and 

(b) Possessing educational qualifications not 

lower than thos prescribed for direct rec¬ 
ruits to the post of Engineering Assistant 
in the Akashvani and Doordarshan. 

(2) The eligibility for promotion shall be deter¬ 
mined as on the 1st of January of the year in which 
the Departmental Promotion Committee meets. 

(3) The eligibility list for promotion shall be 
prepared as under :— 

(a) As on the date of commencement of these 
rules, the existing all India seniority list 
would form the basis in relation to officers 
included therein. 

(b) In respect of those appointed to the grade 
of Senior Engineering Assistant thereafter, 
the names of officers will be added on the 
basis of the dates of their regular appoint¬ 
ment to the grade of Senior Engineering 
Assistant subject to maintenance of their 
inter-se seniority in the resj:)ective legional 
cadres. In case of officers ap{x>inted in 
different regions on the same date, the date 
of their regular appointment to the grade 
of Engineering Assitant shall determine 
their inter-se position.”; 
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(ii) One paper of Specialised subjects—100 
marks :—

Promotion on the basis of Departmental Compe¬ 
titive Examination against 75 per cent cjiioia. 

(I j (a) The promotion shall be made from a panel 
containing the aames of candidates arranged according 
to the sum total of highest marks obtained in the 
Departmental Competitive Examination and on the 
assessment of the C. Rs. 

(b) The maximum marks for the written paper 
and in the C. Rs. will be in the ratio of 7 : 3. 

(2) The following shall be eligible to participate 
in the Departmental Competitive Examination:— 

ta) Senior Engineering Assistants with 8 years' 
regular service in the grade of Senior En¬ 
gineering Assistant and Engineering Assis¬ 
tant combined together, as on 1st of 
January of the year in which the examina¬ 
tion is held; and 

(b) Possessing qualifications not lower ihan 
those prescribed for di ed recruits to ihe 
posts of Engineering Assistant in the 
Akashvani and Doordarshan. 

Note : ITie above eligibility criteria shall be 
reviewed after a period of 5 years from 
the date of commencement of these rules/'; 

(iv) for appendix III, the following Appendix 
shall be substituted, namely:— 

“APPENDIX 111 
(See rule 3) 

Standard and Syllabus of Departmental 
Competitive Examination 

The subject for the Departmental Competitive 
Examination shall be as follows :— 

(i) One paper on Broadcast Engineering of 
general standard in 100 marks : — 

(a) Sound Broadcasting, or 

(b) Television Broadcasting. 


(a) Sound 1J*ansmittcrs and arials, or 

(b) Sound Studios, Audio Recording, Receiv¬ 
ing Centres and outside Broadcasts, or 

(c) Television Transmitters and aerials, or 

(d) Television Studios, Video Recordings, 
Receivers and outside Broadcasts. 

(iii) One paper on general subjects—100 

marks :— 

(a) Safety precautions including first aid, store 
purchase rules and fire fighting—50 
marks. 

(b) Principles of Power Supply Systems, Air- 
conditioning and Ventilaiion and Diesel 
Generalors—50 marks. 

Note : If a candidate takes paper (i)fa) he will 
have to take paper (ii)(a) or (ii)(b). If 
he takes n)(b) then he will have to take 
(Ji)(c) or (ii)(d). Paper (iii) will be com¬ 
pulsory. 

2. The standard and syllabus of the examination 
shall be such as Directorate General [Staff Training 
Institute (Technical)) of Akashvani may specify from 
time to time.’’
